The Germans now have only thirty divisions 
in Western Europe. Counting about 15,000 m.cn 
to a division (though the number varies), this 
means about 450,000 men. But of these, it is 
doubtful 
if Hitler’s generalissimos could 
risk 
using more than ten divisions, or about 150,000 
men, to oppose the British. The other troops 
would have to be scattered over France, J ugo­ 
slavia, 
Czechoslovakia 
to 
prevent 
uprisings. 
That is one advantage of attacking at this time—■ 
the belligerent spirit in the occupied areas. 
Contrasted with tliis Nazi force, the British 
have an army of more than 2,200,000 men con­ 
centrated in the United Kingdom. In the Near 
East they 
have 
1,500,000, with 
another 
half 
million in the Far East, India and Singapore. 
But of the 2,000,000 men in England, only about 
750,000 are fully equipped with modern mecha­ 
nized weapons. 
This is a small and 
ineffective 
number 
compared with the total German army, but not 
small when compared with the German army 
now guarding Western Europe. 
Britain Waits 
Also to be considered is the fact that if Hit­ 
ler could not 
invade England last 
year, 
the 
British would have a tough time making a land­ 
ing in France, now super-fortified by the Nazis. 
On

thousands of Frenchmen ready to help them, to­ 
gether with Dutch, Norwegians, Spanish if they 
could land in those countries. 
Therefore, in the minds of U. S. military e.x- 
perts, the explanation of British inactivity boils 
down to exactly thi:'! For nearly two years the 
British have been training an army to defend 
their island, not to attack. Troops are .-Nil being 
trained in preventing invasi- n, n>>t invading the 
enemy's area.

Oil Tha t I'roubles the 
Wa ters 


A new aUempt is now under way to settle 
the oil controv ersy with 
Mexico, 
which 
has 
bubbled furiously for *hree years though it has 
been turbulent since 1917. 


Tnrough the highest officials of the U. S. 
Stale Department, Mexico now offers to place 
$9,000,000 in escrow p ending final appraisal of 
the exp rop riated properties of certain American 
companies. If the companies accept, this sum 
would be regarded as p reliminary to final set­ 
tlement, the difference to 
be 
made 
up 
later 
either in oil or in dollars. 


This proposal at least has the merit of def­ 
initeness, and it ap pears about the only means 
of ap p roach to solution since p riv ate negotia­ 
tions with Standard and sev eral other comp an­ 
ies broke down a year ago.

000 for their claims.

How 
close 
an 
ap p roximation 
of

would be done by accepting this tentativ e offer, 
and building a final settlement on it, is a m a t­ 
ter of the utmost complexity. The affected com­ 
panies, including in their idea of the v alue of 
their properties all the v alue of the oil reserv es 
beneath them, hav e made estimates as high as 
$150,000,000. Mexico has taken the position that 
she owes nothing for the v ^alue of oil 
in 
the 
ground, but that she should pay only for the 
surface properties of the companies. These one 
group of Mexican exp erts once app raised at 
$40,000,000, but set off against that so many 
claims for taxes and back wages that the com­ 
panies feared nothing at all would be left for 
them on such a basis.

The tracing of this controv ersy down from 
the original concessions to American oil men in 
the early 1900’s, the new Mexican constitution 
of 1917 which specifically reserv ed sub-surface 
resources to the people of Mexico, the Bucareii 
and Morrow agreements in 1923 and 1927, and 
the exp rop riation of 1938, is a m atter now of 
history. The present situation is “not a theory, 
but a fact.” Whether the proposal will prev ent 
substantial and actual loss to the companies and 
American inv estors inv olv ed is the immediate 
question; whether it cheats them of profits they 
had ev ery right to exp ect they were going to 
make in the future is something else 'again. 


Only an indep endent, technically brilliant 
and highly disinterested exp ert can say whether 
substantial justice is contained in the new Mexi­ 
can offer. In v iew of the desirability of settle­ 
ment, howev er, in which not merely stockhold­ 
ers but all the peoples of both countries hav e an 
interest, the offer should hav e the grav est and 
most careful consideration from the longest pos­ 
sible point of v iew.

A convenient shelf for cleaning 
supplies saves times and aids in 
re g ula r care 
and 
cleaning. 
T he 
shelf should hold a fine scouring 
po w d er— the 
kind 
tha t 
d o esn’t 
ecratcli. S panish w hiting and stone 
a re both excellent, any m a y be 
purc ha se d from the d rug store or 
pa in t shops. 


A miCtal sponge or fine steel 
wmol i*^ useful for cleaning s tub­ 
bo rn spots. Steel wool varies from 
very fine (00) to ver>' coarse, and 
it m ay or m a y not be specially 
tre a te d to keep it from rusting. A 
m ild n e utra l soap— the sam e kind 
used foi w^ashing fine fabrics— is 
also need e d am o n g cleaning s up­ 
plies. 


A lum in um m a y be scoured with 
steel 
w'ool. 
A lum in um 
utensils 
w hich 
ha ve 
becom e 
discolored 
m a y he cleaned by boiling in them 
an acic like sour milk, rhubarb, 
tom atoes, or w eak vinegar. 
Tin and enam el utensils need 
m o re gentle care, and harsh scour­ 
ing will in jure both. From these 
utensils, 
food should 
be soaked 
loose 
r a t he r 
tha n 
scraped 
with 
m etal. B urn e d food can be loosen­ 
ed by heating a w-eak baking soda 
solution in the utensil for a few 
m in ute s then w ashin g with soap 
an d w-ater. A \ e r y stubbo rn stain 
should be rubbe d gently w ith a 
fine po w d er tha t is free from grit. 
A n enam el or tin surface tha t has 
been scratched is \ cry ha rd to 
keep clean. 


Cast iron utensils m ay be sc o ur­ 
ed w hen necessary and dried com- 
pleteK o\ er a w arm stove or in a 
w a r m oven after each use. If such 
utensils are to be stored several 
weeks they should be rubbed with 
tallow or oil to pre\*ent rustin» ^''.

When Tops Turn 


Gladioli should be dug when tiie 
tops turn , the i.-ps leit on until 
the corm s have dried a day or so 
in the sun, then cut off. and the 
ci'-rms placed in paper bags and 
storea in a cool, dry place. 
As soon as the frost kills the 
dahli.'i tops, they si ould be cut off 
and ‘he clum p of tubers lifted. 
A fter drying, the tube rs should be 
stored, upside dow n, in boxes in 
a teiTiperature of about 55 degree.s.
